If the GovsANOR. did not sbow either of the 
deputations which waited upon iw, that con- 
sideration which they may have expected to 
have received nt his Lande, it must be admit- 
ted thot he was not in the first instance treat- 
el caurtoously by -the-taeeting. We do not 
for s moment euppose that any irritation ari- 
cing fram this circumstanes, enn have in 


‘fluenced bis ‘conduot in dealing with: the 


fivancial legistation of .the colony, hat his in- 
terest -in the memorial may hava been 
weakened liy feelings which the ednduct of the 
meeting: excited ‘aud bayond this, the meeting 
by leaving: unanswore 
iwportant argumeats which “the GoveRr- 
yon made uso of in his letter—arguinente 
which might. easily have bean answered,—lett 
‘him, at liberty to make. use of them a 
second tima at the Council. In that letter 
he urged .that the: complaints of. the pobe 
lic ‘were worthless because’ they were di- 
reated- against a measure with the details of 
which they were unecquainted, It was ob- 
vious that the meoting should have taken up 
this point, replying that it.was the principla 
and not the details of the’ mensure against. 
which so. much indignation was felt, but: thia 
wir aot dono,-and now. again the Govexwon 
says that “a gront portion of both the Memo- 
yjal dod the Protest is really irrelevant, and 
ivectéd against a. proposal which I did not 
male and which I never did intend to make.” 
After dealing with this. point the Governon 
defands himsalf from: the charge of having 
deviséd @ permanent tax to mest a temporary 
deficit by affirming that -bo jelways looked 
upon the stamp tax. as a permabent burden. 
It ia with romething like forensic ability that 
he thus converts the bold arowsl of what is 
one of the worst elements of the Stamp: Act 
sito the defence of a ‘minor acousalion ogainst 
hiself, If bo had to speak of the pormanont 
nature of the! Stamp Act without immediate 
nejente ta any other concidarotion connected 
with it; it would be necessary to find argn- 
ménts which) slould justify. the introduction 
ofla viclant And dangerova change in the 
nancial poliey of the Calony when there is at 
any rata atdong reason to hope that the ex 
pansion of:tha ordinary. revenue, with the 
continued progress of onr commerce, to be ox- 
pected if it were left alone, coupled with the 
curtailment: of expenditure on the suppres- 
sion’ of crime, would alone restore a healthy 
toné ta our finances in the coume of & year or 
lwo, “To do this would be difficult indeod, 
but the Govenron cleverly osonpes from th 
necessity of attempting it; and laying hold, aa 
it were; of the weapon directed against. him, 
hits his adgorseriex with the. butt end. Not 
forgetting that he has ignored the objeatioas 
to a permanent inaresse of our burdens lst us 
go on with tho-other arguments his apeech 
contains. 

Tho whale cage fora Stamp Act, he saya; 
depends on the. expediency and necessity ot 
keeping up the ususl expenditure tn the Bur- 
veyor General's department. Hore we Lave 
an old sophisu ina new form. We. must 
spend uiduey on Public works; a Stamp Act 
is a moans of raisigg- money; therefore wo 
must have a Stamp Act. If tho “ whole wee” 
for the measure rests on this fallacy what a 
case it ial of course no one ever proposed to 
put an and to public works; Objections have 
certainly been raised to’ pérticular items in 
ubsycaracstimates, but thisis not objesting to 
all puitic works in general, Teis andoubtodly 
true that the colony nist continue -works of 
improvement, that Progress cannot stand still, 
that a multitude of thing are needed end that 
when thes@ needs are entisfied others. will 
arise; but when this is’ granted to the ntter- 
most there is'no shadow of reasun given, why 
the necsssary furids should be risa in one 
way more than in another, Wo all admit the 
nual of fands.” ‘That is self evident. Weall 
kuew in‘a general way that.the government 
had dipped its fingers into tho money belong. 
ing to the Supreme Court, aud that eome 
immodiate measures wonld hava ta be taken 
to ropay thix loan, but what has that.to do 
with tha Policy of a Stamp: Act? Mixed up 
with tho argtiments advanced against o Stamp 
Act there have, «5 we say, been objections to 
fersaar items ii the’ proposed. expenditure 

nt. the two subjects should be considered aa- 
parately by the government, The super fiui- 
ty of como items in'ita proposed éxponditure 
is one matter, but we may sot this’ aside, aa-

What does 
the GoVERNOR say in reply to this pert of: 
the memorial? He eays that the freedom of 
the Port will not'be compromised bya Stump 
Act, which is literally true, ‘because a hip 
way énter the harbor without having o Stomp 
upon her. balwarks, but she cannot part with 
her cargo or load another, her, owners or con- 
signnes ennnot transact any kort of bnsiness 
withont being ancumbered with the regula. 
tions of the Stamp Act, and the trade which 
she—ths ship,—represents is therefore. fet. 
tered to the extent of the measura.- Men of 
commercial experience see this, they pointout 
that ships merely come to Hongkong becauea 
it is a convenient mndezvous, where they are 
not pit fo any artificial charges, that financial 
busines ttansacted bere by China firms ‘can
